Within a few minutes : a score of 
residents and motorists were on 
hand but despite attempts, were 
unable to do anything to aid the 
driver because of the intense 
heat. A series of gasoline ex- 
plosions occurred, the flames 
shooting over the tree tops. 

The Aurora Fire Brigade, v/ith 
a nearly complete complement 
of men, arrived on the scene 19 
minutes after the alarm was 
sounded, but their work v/as 
hampered by the live wires. 
The pov/er was cut when the 
hydro crew a rri ved, sending 
many district residents to work 
without their . hot breakfast. 
Pov/er was not restored to the 
district until around 8.15 a.m. 
The second Aurora truck v/as 
also rushed to the scene. 

It v/as not untjl nearly two 
hours after the accident that en- 
trance to the cab of the truck 
v/as made and the charred re- 
mains of the driver, who was 
slumped to the right side of the 
cab, trapped behind the crumpl- 
ed steering gear, removed. 
Company officials found it im- 
possible to indentify the remains 
but police investigation leaves 
no doubt as to the identity of 
the driver. At 5 p.m. Tuesday, 
dump trucks were still hauling 
av/ay the smoking debris from 
the scene of the accident.

Twenty contestants are expect- 
ed in {the winter wheat competi- 
tion sponsored through the 50- 
bushel wheat club by the York 
County Crop Improvement asso- 
ciation and a milling firm, it was 
announced by Agricultural Rep- 
resentative W. M. Cockburn. 
Newmarket. Arrangements are 
being made to score the contest-, 
ing fields next week. 

Entries will be received at the 
agricultural office in Newmar- 
ket up to July 15. Entry fee is 
$1. For next year's competition, 
the growers will be required to 
sow registered seed this fall and 
preparations should be made for 
the seed now. 

This is the second consecutive 
year 'that loose smut has taken 
a heavy toll of destroyed wheat 
heads' which have averaged about 
10 percent. This smut com- 
mences to develop when the 
wheal (or barley) is seeded and 
follows the growing tip till it 
heads' out. The loose particles of 
smutithen blow into the blossoms 
of the nearby heads and the lift'' 
cycle! is ready to be repeated 
when seeding time comes. The 
remedy is to secure seed from a 
field seeded to hot-water treated 
seed |or from a field you know 
had a low smut count at time of 
heading out. 



At 8.20 a.m., 0.20 a.m., and 
10.20 a.m., every Tuesday, Wed- 
nesday and Thursday morning, 
a Grey Coach Lines bus leaves 
the town hall, Newmarket, with 
a load of children for Lake Wil- 
cox where a half-hour of swim- 
ming instruction is given the 
children under the auspices of 
the Newmarket Community 
Recreation Council. 

The children are taken on the 
bus at Newmarket by Ivo Ramm 
who also rides down to the lake 
as a supervisor during the 20- 
minute trip. At the lake, Mr. 
Ramm supervises the loading of 
children who have had their 
swim and are returning to New- 
market. The ; bus is under 
charter to the recreation council 
and has an experienced driver. 

At the lake, the children are 
lined up and marched to the 
changing lockers. When in their 
bathing suits, they are divided 
into small groups of comparable 
ability and each group is al- 
located to a swimming instruc- 
tor. There are four instructors 
and three helpers. The children 
are given 20 minutes of swim- 
ming instruction and ten min- 
utes of free play under super- 
vision. They are dressed and 
waiting when the bus returns 
from Newmarket with another 
load. 

The beach where the children 
are swimming has a semi-sand 
bottom and is gently sloping. 
The swimming enclosure where 
the children are taught is mark- 
ed off with buoys. 

It is estimated that there are 
350 children who can take ad- 
vantage of this program of free 
instruction. It is planned to 
give each child at least one per- 



iod of swimming instruction a 
week. This week, however, 
there was still some confusion 
over schedules and some of the 
children had two swims. By 
next week, as the children be- 
come familiar with their 
schedules, it is expected that 
more children will be going 
down. This week, less than 
half of the anticipated number 
took advantage of the program. 
Last week, the groups into 
which the children had been 
placed were published in The 
Era and Express. The groups 
swim as follows: Tuesday, 8.20 
bus, group X, 9.20 bus, group A, 
10.20 bus, group B; Wednesday, 
8.20 bus, group Y, 9.20 bus, 
group C, 10.20 bus, group D;

LOCAL RESPONSIBILITY

Following a campaign of some months, the 
initial steps have been taken to have a public 
health nurse in "Aurora.. The project has had 
several set-backs and postponements but through 
the persistency of. a group of civic-minded citi- 
interest has been kept alive and encour- 
until with the recent formation of a 
citizens' committee, the ground work was com- 
pleted and steps taken to campaign for funds. 

Application has been made to the Victorian 
Order of Nurses for one of the order to serve as 
Aurora public health nurse, with the addition of 
home nursing duties. Her work will include 
visits ^0 the schools and factories, the super- 
vision of clinics for children and infants, pre- 
natal and post-natal care and instruction. Home 
nursing duties will include visits to homes where 
there is sickness, part-time care of convalescents 
and the permanently ill. Charges will be made 
for home nursing where there is ability to pay. 
otherwise charges are waived. 

The value of a public health nurse has been 
amply demonstrated in Newmarket, particular- 
ly in the care of pre-school and school children. 
Regular examinations of school children has 
enabled to early discovery of physical ailments 
with a/ subsequent better chance for their cor- 
rection". The pre-school health clinics have 
enabled mothers to better prepare their children 
for their first year at school. In these ways, and 
in a hundred others, the public health nurse has 
proven herself a necessity to the community. 

The cost of the Aurora nurse will be met by 
contributions from industry, the municipality, 
private donations, ar.d the contributions of, 
individual citizens. The citizens are being asked 
to contribute one dollar in return for a member- 
ship in the local Victorian OrSer of Nurses 
committee which provides general supervision of 
the work of the nurse in Aurora 

Donations have been received from, or prom- 
ised by the industries, the municipality and 
some private individuals, but the major share 
of ihe cost must be met through the one-dollar 
contributions of the individual citizens. Since 
the public health nurse is in the nature of a 
community -project, the benefits of which being 
shared by all citizens, this arrangement seems 
only just. However, the fact is that so far, the 
response from the citizens has not been encour- 
aging. 

It must be emphasized again and again that 
the responsibility of financing a public health 
nurse rests mainly with those who will benefit 
the most, the individual citizens. By acknowl- 
edging that responsibility through their contri- 
butions, Aurora citizens will provide evidence of 
the sound community spirit with which they 
have been so often credited. One dollar is not 
much, considering the benefits it will t return, 
but when every citizen contributes that sum, the 
total spells the difference between failure to 
Improve their community and success.

These returns are by no means -stable. The 
most changeable part of nature, the weather, 
makes farming a heavy business risk despite the

The lack of guaranteed market prices for produce 

at the time of planting is another hazard. - 

Weather hazards are out of the hands of the 
government, but price guarantees " and market 
returns are not. If Canadian farming is to 
flourish to the benefit of the dominion, a com- 
plete overhaul of the marketing of farm produce 
is indicated.

BUDGET FAILS TO . 

PUSH GREATER PRODUCTION 



With war over, and the services demobilized, 
it was expected that farmers would again have 
sufficient help. Such is not the case. The lure 
of higher priced work in the cities continues to 
draw off the farm population and to retain those 
who left the farms during the war years. 

Farming is a basic industry in Canada. Its 
good years and its bad years have a strong 
influence on Canadian economy. As such, it 
should be given every incentive to maintain a 
high standard of return for those engaged in it. 
Government agriculture services are efficient and 
help the farmer in all aspects of his vocation. 
Yet the average, gross cash farm income at the 
present time is $2,000, a marked increase over 
the thirties when it was $468 but still quite out 
of proportion v/hen compared to the wage struc- 
ture in the cities. 

The $2,000 overage includes good farms and 
bad across Canada. Here is how John Atkins, 
writing in the Scene from Sbinwauk Farm, a 
monthly journal of opinion, breaks down the 
gross income of $4,000 as might be expected from 
a good farm, 

"The investment in the average farm in Can-

Of all the budgets framed by Hon. J. L. llsley, 
the one two weeks ago was bound to be the 
most difficult. Not only did he face certain loss 
of large sources of revenue, but a drastic change 
in the attitude of all taxpayers. While the war 
lasted the average Canadian was* willing and 
eager to make any sacrifice, to contribute on a 
colossal scale so long as it speeded victory. Now 
with the war over almost a year the situation is 
vastly changed and the citizen expects and has a 
right to expect reflection of that change in gov- 
ernment outlook. 

But beyond .a commendable step toward bal- 
ancing receipts and expenditures Mr. Ilsley's 
budget is largely negative. There is little or no 
emphasis on government economy. There is 
little or no encouragement for labor, manage- 
ment and capital to work harder and produce 
more. 

There will be general and justifiable dis- 
appointment over both the smallhess and defer- 
ment of the reductions in taxes. More generous 
and immediate reductions, especially in the low- 
er' income brackets and in corporation and busi- 
ness taxes would have lessened the threat of 

■ 

continuing labor troubles, eased the burden on 
the v/hite collar and retired classes, and given 
industry an incentive to expand and provide 
more jobs. Instead, Mr. llsley only promises 
relatively grudging relief, and not until next 
year. 

In tax revision as in reduction Mr. llsley has 
been too timid. He proposed to permit farmers 
and fishermen to average revenue over three 
years for income tax purposes. This is a sound 
move, but the principle might well have been 
extended to many other industries. There is 
some attempt to make co-operatives share in the 
national tax burden, but even Mr. llsley seems 
doubtful of its success. 

This small progress hov/ever, is completely 
overshadowed by failure to end the excess 
profits tax. There were grave doubts about the 
wisdom of this levy even in wartime. It Is 
absolute folly to continue it now. It encourages 
waste and extravagance, it hampers vitally need- 
ed expansion of young, growing and small busi- 
ness and it is grossly unfair to those firms, 
which through no fault of their own, experi- 
enced abnormally low earnings during the base 
period of 1936-39, 

Certainly not in a generation, let alone in one 
short year, can Canadians expect any great 
casing of taxes. Wo have fought an enormously 
expensive war and we must pay for it. But to 
do that it is imperative that we preserve and ex- 
pand our productive economy and that we re- 
duce government expenditures drastically. 

In both these respects Mr. Ilsley's budget is 
lamentably weak. There is no concrete promise 
of government economy. There is too little en- 
couragement for private enterprise to expand 
and provide new jobs and new sources of 
revenue.

Members are beginning to look 
forward "hopefully to the ses- 
sion's end. The budget debate 
lies aheap*, and many of the de- 
partmental estimates are still to 

be reviewed and considered, but 
best guesses around Capital Hilt 
are that the session will prorogue 
the first week in August. It has 
been announced that the long- 
awaited Peace Conference has 
been set for July 29, and it is as- 
sumed that Right Hon. W. L. 
Mackenzie King will head the 
Canadian delegation. 

The Commons look steps to 
make it possible for any indi- 
vidual, and not just the. attorney - 
general of the dominion or a 
province, to institute proceedings 
against combines or cartels 
which arc believed to be re- 
straining production or otherwise 
injuring trade. In adopting this 
bill to curb monopolies, the gov- 
ernment has taken on important 
step towards the protection of 
the people against exploitation 
by big interests. ' 

One of the main features of the 
bill would allow the exchequer 
court to cancel the patent and 
trademark rights of any firm re- 
stricting their, use to the detri- 
ment of the public. 

Hon. L. St. Laurent, minister 
of justice, who sponsored the 
bill, repeated the hope that the 
forthcoming international con- 
ference on trade policy would 
deal with tariff and cartel mat- 
ters. *'I hope there will come 
out of that conference measures 
for the freeing of trade which 
will be of genuine assistance to 
the peace-loving nations and 
which will remove some of the 
causes that create the isolation- 
ism that eventually leads to 
war," he said. Hon. Humphrey 
Mitchell, minister of labor, has 
one of the most difficult port- 
folios in the cabinet. In the 
house this week, he piloted a 
bill making certain changes in 
the Unemployment Insurance 
Act. He said he hoped that by 
next year economic conditions 
would be such that the govern- 
ment could take steps toward in- 
creasing payments under the act- 
Replying to requests from op- 
position benches that the pay- 
ments be increased, Mr. Mitchell 
said that the advisory committee 
of the unemployment insurance 
commission had recommended 
recently that payments be in- 
creased. In view of the world 
economic conditions the govern- 
ment decided to postpone action 
on the recommendation until

Chief news of the week on the 
North York* sports front was 
the sudden, but not unexpected, 
withdrawal of Richmond HUl 
from the North York lacrosse 
league leaving a bad taste in 
everybody's mouth. The Hill 
boys were prime movers in get- 
ting the league started, used 
more players than any team in 
the' league (though they came 
and went almost every game), 
and they drew good gates even 
though they were at the bottom 
of the heap. 

The statement issued seems to 
lay the blame at the door of the 
players who "gradually dwindl- 
ed away or else forgot there was 
a game." The players claim 
they were fed up because they 
couldn't pry loose the necessary 
bucks from those in charge of 
the purse, strings to buy the 
equipment needed, such as 
shoulder pads, gloves and sticks, 
and perchance the odd bit of 
refreshment Whatever the rea- 
son we do agree with the state- 
ment: "If the boys didn't want 
to play they should have never 
entered* the league." 

As it stands, the schedule will 
now have to be revamped, some 
of the clubs are going to lose 
needed gates, and those who do 
want to play lacrosse among the 
Young Canadians, and there are 
quite a few, will be forced to sit 
on the sidelines the rest of the 
year. The pay-off came when 
after assuring the league of con- 
tinuing, the Hill turned up at 
Maple with only four players, 
and with a large crowd on hand, 
a fiasco of a game resulted. Two 
referees made the trip to the 
Hill last week to referee a game 
only to find the rink closed and 
president Charlie Rowntrce and 
everybody but the two compet- 
ing teams in complete ignorance 
of the situation. A telephone 
call could have at least saved 
that much embarrassment. Sad- 
dest of all is that Weston, which 
wanted to enter the district 
league, was refused a franchise 
at the beginning of the season 
to keep the league compact. 
Now the teams will have to 
either obtain another entry or 
play exhibition games in, their 
off moments. 

Combines are already In con- 
tact with Midland to arrange a 
home and home series. Midlond 
has a nice club which has been 
idle most of the year without 
O.L.A: grouping, awaiting the 
play-offs. Other teams will be 
secured so the district fans will 
not fare too badly. 

Bill Norton, with three smart 
tallies, led Woodbridgc to the 
top of the North York league as 
the southerners edged out Com- 
bines 7-6 in a close, hard-check- 
ing duel, that brought back 
memories of other years. Com- 
bines looked tired and were, for 
several of the boys ore slugging 
it day in and day out on the 
widening of Yongc St. in the hot 
sun, and by game lime, are a bit 
fagged. The two teams arc as 
evenly matched as you'll see 
anywhere, and that can include 
Maple. Frankly we wouldn't 
want to make a book or lay any 
odds as to the ultimate winner. 
Heo McKenzie, who used to 
play boxla for Alllston and 
Bradford in the old Tri-County 
circuit, Is back In action again 
with Fergus Thistles in the In- 
termediate O.L.A. circuit. Hec 
is still a mighty neat performer. 
Orangeville, once one of Can- 
ada's lacrosse hotbeds, Is back 
in competition again, featuring 
two of the four Gillespie broth- 
ers and Hoare, who played jun- 
ior hockey against Aurora in 
1938. 

If you hear a howl that really 
echoes within a few days, it'll 
be from the Richmond Hill in- 
termediate lacrosse team and 
most of their suportcrs as they 
see the shekels they amassed 
turned over to back the Rich- 
mond Hill midget entry. In the 
North York minor lacrosse 
league. The boys, including 
Charlie Ryan who is with the 
players, don't mind givjng tho 



youngsters a hand but they ob- 
ject to paying the whole shot 
with quite a bit of justification, 

too- 

When the Aurora kids start 
their season seems to be a 
mystery as yet, but that they 
will before fall is a certainty. 
Somehow or other, the powers 
that be just can't get in a hud- 
dle about it all. Accidents in 
lacrosse have so far not been too 
bad, a few cracked ribs, bruises, 
and a few cuts. Here is what 
Gene Dopp, secretary of the 
O.L.A. and past president of 
the C.L.A., says about it all as 
he recalls that a new type la- 
crosse stick encased in rubber 
was once thought the answer to 
doing away with cuts. 

"The manufacturer sprang a 
finshed model on us at an an- 
nual meeting a few years back 
and was so sure of acceptance 
he'd gone ahead with mass pro- 
duction plans," Gene relates. 
"The delegates, all old-timers, 
looked it over, tried it for 
weight and feel and then laugh- 
ed it out." The extra weight 
and a suspected clumsiness in 
ball-handling were contributing 
factors, out the main reason the 
idea fell through was it just had 
no practical value, Gene added. 
You see, it isn't the hickory that 
does the damage. "The stick is 
a flat surface and when it 
whacks you it hurts all right, 
but that isn't what spills the 
blood," said Gene, now speaking 
from first hand, if far off, 
experience. *It*s the bone under 
your own flesh that cuts the 
skin when anything is brought 
down on It." So keep your 
sticks up, fellows. There's no 
one to blame if you get hurt but 
yourself and the other fellow. 
Check with the family physician 
if you don't believe the facts 
are as Gene says. 

George Stong, currently per- 
forming in the Hamilton senior 
circuit, took the mound the 
other night for ThomhlU In a 
North Yonge softball fixture 
and handcuffed the North York 
A.C. boys from start to finish, 
Thornhill winning out 10-1. 
Stong used to hurl in the York- 
Simcoe league and is one of the 
best in senior ranks today. With 
Teddy Bennett, Nels Findloy 
and Stong, all of senior calibre, 
the Thornhill crew can really 
command mound strength and, 
of course, Harold Echlln, the 
veteran Hill player, still rates 
as the top catcher in these parts. 
Outside of the pitchers, Echlln, 
and a 'big fellow named Scott, 
the Thornhill team hasn't much 
to offer, but don't be surprised 
to see Tim Saul, Jimmy Crean, 
Steve Young and some of the 
other ex-Hill players *in action 
before the series ends. Art 
Crean is another fair ball player 
on the Thornhill line-up but he 
hasn't been playing in every 
game.
